Then, came the war in Europe. 


The United States was not involved, 
but eastern steel mills found it more 
profitable to make 
munitions for 
Europe than rails for Oakland, Cal. 
The price of rails went up and up 
and up, and the financial condition 
of the company took on reverse en?c- 


.. lish and went down and down and 
down. Then the United States got 


• into the war and it became impos- 


sible to get material or labor and 
the work was prohibited by the gov- 
ernment. 
- "When the war ceased the com- 
pany began -work upon the section 
from Fortieth street south- to the 
junction with Broadway, but "even 
this languished from a lack of ordi- 
nary labor. The company found it 
almost impossible to get track hands. 
It was thought that the entire Jo)b 
would be finished long before the 
winter set In, but the lack of lahor 
stalled the track gangs and the com- 
pany found 
itself up against the 


necessity of stopping work upon the 
upper end of Telegraph avenue in

The life of the average, storage 


battery is from 15 to 28 months and 
with proper care should last approx- 
imately two seasons, 
according to 
Ernest E. Fetter, local Willard bat- 
tery agent, 21st and "Webster streets. 
"Starting with a new battery, and 
given the -attention afforded by the 
Willard Storage Battery Company," 
said Fetter, "there is.no reason why 
the battery should not ^un an entire 
vear with complete satisfaction.

the battle is in forcing the men to 
live up to the lubrication require- 
ments." 


Silence in the modern automobile 


motor has largely been achieved 
through the more careful fitting of 
the various parts and by enclosing 
all the moving portions. Today, there 
is scarcely an automobile motor on 
the market with a moving part that 
is visible, with the exception of the 
fan, and the generator shaft. 
This 


covering of the moving- parts serves 
a double purpose, for it muftles any 
existing noise, and by excluding dust 
and dirt, prevents wear. • 


"Only the fan remains exposed, as 


of course will always be necessary, 
and the fan is consequently a fre- 
quent source of annoying noise,-even 
in fairly high-grade cars," declares 
P. K. Foyle, of the Alemite Lubrica- 
tor Company. The average automo-. 
bile owner is very apt to neglect to 
grease the bearings of the fan often 
enough. As a consequence of their 
being exposed to grit and dirt con- 
stantly, there is added wear upon 
these bearings. 
Once they become 


loose, there is a decided rattle or 
"tinny" sound from the fan.
